ABSOLVED OF ALL BLAME 


Russell Titsworth, Who Was Driving 
Automobile, Not Held Responsible 


For Accident By Parents 


Harry Jones, 7 year-old son of 


Mr. and Mrs. Hazehvood Jones of 
Cincinnati, never regained consci- 
ousness following the automobile 
accident in which lie was struck by 
a machine driven by Russell Tits- 
worth, Friday night, and he suc- 
cumbed Sunday morning at 2:20 o'- 
clock. 


The remains were sent ,to Cin- 


cinnati at 11:34 this morning over 
the C. L & W. railroad, and bur- 
ial will be made in the cemetery at 
Covington, Ky. 
Short funeral ser- 


vices were held at the Grand Hotel, 
where the child lived with his grand- 
parents, at 10:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing- 


The boy, who was deaf and dumb, 


was here on a visit, with his grand- 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. George Kyle. 
He had visited here several times 
before, and spent about half of Ms 
time here, and the other half with 
his parents in Cincinnati. 


Mr. Titsworth is absolved of all 


blame in connection with the acci- 
dent by the parents, grandparents 
and other relatives of the boy. 


"We feel, both my wife and I, as 


well as other relatives of - Harry 
that Mr. Titsworth is not. to blame 
for the accident which caused the 
death 'of our boy," said Mr. Jones 
this morning. "He has been very 
kind to us and has done everything 
^vitliin his power since the accident 
and the death of our son." 


Friday night, shortly .after seven 


o'clock, while playing in South Main 
street, near the Scanlan hotel, he 
went after a baseball that was thrown 
into the street. He failed to see the 
machine driven by Mr. TitswortU and 
was hit and knocked down by the 
fonder. 


His skull was fractured above the 


right eye, and his body was bruised, 
although the machine did not pass 
over him. Mr. Titsworth was not 
driving fast, and is not held respon- 
sible for the accident. He is great- 
ly distressed over the accident and 
rendered every assistance possible 
following the accident and in arrang- 
ing for the boy's funeral. 


The little boy was rendered sense- 


less, and was carried into the hotel 
where he was -visiting. 
Mr. Tits- 


wortli employed all of the medical 
care possible, but the child's injuries 
proved too severe to be overcome. 


Following the accident, his par- 


ents were summoned from Cincin- 
nati, and besides the parents, he is 
survived by two listers, 
and 
his 


grandparents here. 


The child had been 
here three 


months on this visit, and was pre- 
paring to 20 home Saturday.
